3« through & mlseanceptlon that this Section deals 
primarily with problems of sxibstantlve Imaigratlon, the - 
House Judiciary CcoiBBittee has made it ISKSim that they pro- 
pose to laove to stnice the Section from the bill tsfeen it 
reaches the Floor, and have the idiole matter referred to 
their Coniaittee for further atutly. As the Section is not 
basioally cooe shlch would come within noimal imoigratlQn 
legislation, but deals with policy matters which come 
exclusively within the jurisdiction of the Aped^Se^ces ^ 
Coranittee, we wish to maintain this Section in the CIA 
le^slation as reported from the Am©d Services Comnlttee, 

4. The Central Intelligence Agency has a highly 
specialized interest in the admission to the Tfeiited States 
of a very limited number of aliens (100 per year). The 
problem has been discussed with the Depart ment of State, 
2?epr©s^tatlve3 of Displaced Persons Coiaaission, and 
officials of the Inanigration and Haturalizatlon Se^ce, 
and it vras the unanimous agreement of all concerned that - 
no present or proposed general legislation for the BdBd^ 
sion of aliens would adequately fulfill CIA*s needs. The

ceived a telegram addressed to Its Chaixnsn, Coc^p^asammi 
YSsman, dated 25 Fehroaiy, frcm Mr* George Pe rlnsl y» 
EssHcutlTe Seoretaiy oT the AaBidcan Congress* flm 
Congress Is on the Attorasy General *s subversive list* 

The letter urges the Connlttee not to approve the CIA - 
bill* and is quite vitmjeratlve^ indicating that a Goss* 
mittee yfaieh passed this bill had stmk to the ultimate 
degradation mas an insult to the liberal rorces litldh 
ha^ helped to build America, particularly those of Slsvio 
origin* 

2* A throe-page telegram, dated 24 February - 
from Hew York City mas received a Mr* James K* Gil^rdes 
indicating that he know of no public trust in CIA ccsqwrafale 
to that^ J. Edgar Bxrver and the 5BI* He indicated that 
the powers and secrecy granted CIA In the bill were not 
warranted bJT the organization, and that the ConiiJittce 
should not approve it. It contains long and lataiatory 
plugs for the FBI and Mr. Hoover. 

5* There is a telegram fi*ora Mr. August L. 

Roberts of Ifemaen, Hew York, urging approval of Tam, 
and suggesting that the law Include for the 100 aliens a 
year a guarantee of enrolcyiaent for them as a reward and 
extra carapensation. 

' 4, There is a letter from Mr. John H. Bowtssn, Jr. , 

of the law firm of Crenshaw, Hansell, Ware & Brandon, or 
Atlanta, Georgia. Mr. Bowman stated that he lias 
?jritten his Congressman once before, but felt that ti» 
principles of the CIA bill were so sound and essential 
that he wished to urge its passage.
